CABUL, July 26.—On Friday prayers were 
read in all the mosques inthe name of the 
new Ameer, Abdurrahman Khan, with a fair 
degree ef enthusiasm. At Jellalabad the news 
was received with satisfaction. The first in- 
terview between the British political agent 
and the new Ameer will take place early this 
week, ten miles north of Shrpur. The 
British guard is mithdrawn from the city 
hall into Balahissar. A priest, Mooshki 
Allam, is trying to reconcile the opposition 
chiefs to Abdurrahman. Much has been done 
toward healing the old feuds and strengthning 
Abdurrahman’s party. Itis expected that 
the army will evacuate Cabul in August. 

The morning papers point out the fact as 
significant that in proclaiming Abdurrahman 
Khan, the formula used was ‘‘Ameer of Ca- 
bul,“ not! Ameer of Afghanistan.“ indicat- 
ing the intention of the Government to main- 
tain a separation of Candahar. The Brittish 
forces in front of Candahar apprehend an at- 
tack from Ayoob Khan. 


France. 

PARIS, July 26.—The Gaulois says Mrs. 
Wetmore died of congestion of the brain and 
not by suicide. Another paper says Mrs. 
Wetmore made the acquaintance of an Eng- 
lishman of title who pressed her to obtain di- 
vorce in orderto marry him. She obtained 
the divorce, but just as she received informa- 
tion thatthe decree was granted in her favor 
she learned that the English Lord was about 
to marry another woman. A stormy inter- 
view took place at which the Lord offered pe- 
cuniary indemnity. This final outrage rend- 
ered the disappointment unbearable and she 
poisoned herself. 


Germany. 

BERLIN, July 26.—The statement of the 
Imperial Bank of Germany shows an increase 
in specie of 7,001,000 marks.

_ CONSTANTINOPLE, July 26.—The 125 bat- 
talions of Turkish regular troops in Europe 
have been increased by the addition of 800 
men to each battalion. 

The Porte in its reply to the collective note 
of the powers points out that article 24 of the 
Treaty of Beriin merely expressed a wish for 
and authorized the powers to offer “‘media- 
tion,“ not “‘arbitration.’’ It declares that 
the decision of the recent Conference gives 
Greece more territory than did protocol 13 of 
the Berlin treaty, and indicates thatthe pro- 
posed cession includes positions which itis 
impossible for Turkey to surrender. 


China. 

SHANGHAI, July 29.—Two British and one 
American men-of-war visited Corea, but the 
Coreans made a forcible showing to prevent 
their lanaing.

Mr. Wade,the British Minis- 
ter, and Li Hung Chang, Viceroy of the 
Chilhi Provinces, had a conference on 
the subjeot of the Russian war. 
Wade reported, strongly urging peace, Li 
agreeing generally, but the question is still 
undecided. Opinions as to the future are 
totally at variance.

Obscene Literature in the Public 
Schools. 

Dr. Tanner Restless, But All Right Insane 
From Religion The Champion 
Pigeon.

NEW YORK, July 26.—Anthony Comstock, 
who is doing so much to suppress the sale of 
demoralizing books, etc., says in reply to 
some criticism of school officers: “I now 
specially charge I have found obscene litera- 
ture in the hands of children in the public 
echools in this city, no matter what Commis- 
sioner Manierre or Superintendent Jasper 
may say to the contrary. In one 
instance a boy had been arrested for the 
larceny of a satchel which contained ob- 
set ne pictures, and he was arraigned at the 
Tombs. A gentleman requested me to in- 
vestigate the case. I saw the boy, and h- 
gave me the names of two other boys, 
pupils in the publie schools of this city, who 
alded him intbe larceny ofthe satchel. I 
saw the boys, and they confessed they had 
had the vile stuff for some time and they had 
then sold it to a junk dealer for eleven cents. 
I seized the stuff in the junk dealer’s shop. 
one of the boys being with me, and I now 
have it, as also the confessions of the 
boys. In another case I found vile pictures 
in the possession of fourteen or fifteen boys, 
pupils in another public school in this city. 
The stuff bad been sold them by another boy, 
also a pupil, from whom I had purchased 
some of the vile stuff, which he was selling 
schoolmates. When I arrested him I found 
duplicates on his person of pictures I had 
purchased from him and similar pictures on 
fourteen or fifteen boys I first mentioned. I 
‘also have those pictures and confessions of 


the boys.’’

court, this morning, to hear the action of the 
court in the Butchers’and Drovers’Bank case. 
It will be remembered that Jacob Bittner, 
Jr., one of the original creditors, refused to 
receive the scrip issued by the bank in pay- 


satisfied with the prospects of payment. Mr. 
Bittner ‘lately brought suit before Judge 
Wickham to oust Mr. B. M. Chambers, the 
present trustee, and to bave a receiver ap- 
pointed to look after the assets of the broken 
bank. Mr. Champers replied by asking for a 


change of venue from Judge Wickham, claim- 
ing the court was unduly influenced 
by the laintiff, ane that he 
could not obtain a fair and impartial trial 
before him. The Sheriff had hardly tapped 
the gavel when everybody crowded forward 
toward the bench and after a few prelimin- 
aries Judge Wickham said: 

This cause of Bittner against the Butchers’ 
and Drovers’ Bank comes now before the 
court upon an affidavit for » change of venue. 
In these davs of reckless charges and ground- 


court, which has no way of defending itself 
except to point in silence to its records, to 
determine which course to pursue under such 


circumstances. Especially is this the case 
when 
ITS IMPARTIALITY IS CALLED INTO QUES=- 


TION. 

After a careful consideration of all the cir- 
cumstances of this case | have come to the 
conclusion that it is best to avoid even the ap- 
pearance of evil, when such a course involves 
no dereliction of duty. This appl:cation fora 
change of venue is in substantial compliance 
with etde statute, and was made before any 
answer as to the merits wasfiled. When this 
is the case it is not imperative in my judg- 
ment that the affidavit should state where the 
information — which it was based was 
obtained. Neither is it a fata) defect that oaly 
one of the defendants makes this application 
and that it isopposed by another defendant, 
tor the reason thatthe defendant Chambers 1s 
the only substantia! defendant, all the allega- 
tions being directed against him, and the 
other defendants being to a great extent 
merely nominal. A demurrer was filed in 
this case and overruled, but it can not be 
said that a demurrer is an answer tothe 
merits of the case. Were I satistied that the 
granting of this applicatiun would seriously 
endanger the plaintiff’s remedy, I should not 
hesitate to overrule it, however unpleasant it 
would be to try a case where the defendant 
has seen fit, recklessly and without the slight- 
est foundation, to make a false charge against 
the Court forthe purpose of coereing it to 
adopt a course dictated by bis interest. Were 
this a bill praying for an injunction, the ap- 
plication for a change of venue would be de- 
nied until after the injunction was granted, as 
that is in the nature of process, But here 
there is only a prayer Tor the appointment of a 
receiver, Which necessarily involves a trial for 
the merits before it can be granted properly. 
After the defendant Chambers has been per- 
mitted to act for nearly three years in his 
capacity of trustee, Lam unable to see that 
plaintiffs will suffer matcrially in their rights 
by a delay of a few weeks longer. Taking 
the high ground indicated by the 
Supreme Court in 57 Mo., as the proper 
ground to be occupied by a court uader such 
circumstances, the motion for a change of 
venve is sustained. 

A BREEZE. 

There was a hush through the room as the 
Judge spoke, and he emphasized some of his 
remarks with much feeling. As soon as he 
was through Mr. Dillon, one of Mr. Bittuer’s 
attorneys, demanded the appointment of a 
temporary receiver, until the matter could be 
adjudicated.

MRS. WETMORE’S SUICIDE. 


How the Marquis of Anglesey Drove 
Her to Death. 


(Paris Cable Special to the New York Herald. | 


The Wetmore-Anglesey affair continues to 
engross public attention, and although it is 
the general theme of conversation here, it is 
curious to say that, with a single exception— 
that of the Voltaire this morning—all men- 
tion of it has been kept out of the newspa- 
pers. Al) sorts of rumors are current in con- 
nection with this fact, which for the honor of 
the profession I shall avoid noticing. I pre- 
fer to set it down to the prudent reserve 
which the French press is always Known to 
practice on such delicate occasions. 

Having been introduced to Lady Pelham 
Clinton lately, at the house of a mutual friend, 
1 have profited by my slight acquaintance to 
obtain some information regarding the melan- 
choly affair. Herladyship received me cour- 
teously, and expressed her willingness to tell 
me all she knew of the circumstances. She 
herself seemed overcome with grief, and her 
eyes filled with tears when she began to speak 
about her deceased friend. After a few gen- 
eral remarks about the rumors that were in 
circulation, I told her what I had stated in my 
telegram of Thursday evening, and which she 
pronounced to be in the main correct. 

„May Lask, I said, if you are in posses- 

sion of Lord Anglesy’s letters to Mrs. Wet- 
more?’’ 
No,“ she replied; they are in the hands 
of her lawyer, Mr. Gardner, of the Champs 
Elysees. They are all couched in terms which 
convey the idea that his Lordship nad the 
most passionate affection for Mrs. Wetmore, 
and in no less than seven of them he declared 
that he would marry her the moment she got 
the divorce from her husband. I have even 
in my possession a ring which he gave her in 
the first days of last month.“ (Her ladyship 
here went and brought in a small basket 
containing among other effects of the de- 
ceased a lady’s plain gold ring bearing the 
following inscription on the inside: To An- 
nie from Anglesey, June 1, 1880.) 

Lady Albert Clinton then continued: Mrs. 
Wetmore came to Europe about three years 
avo with her son, a lad about thirteen years of 
age. Ithink she met Lord Anglesey for the 
first time in Spain. When she left America 
she bad no idea of permanently separating 
herself from her husband, of whom she 
Always spoke with remorse, but Lord Angle- 
sey turned her head by promising to marry 
ber if she got a divorce. This took so much 
time that he got tired of his bargain and de- 
eerted heras soon asshe had broken loose 
from the only real tie which bound her to life 
—affection for her child. She was a hand- 
some, affectionate and contiding poor dear. 
She was so faithful to Lord Anglesey, and be- 
lieved in him entirely. You know he lived 
onthe Avenue Kieber—occupying separate 
apartments in the same house. Three days 
before ber death she said, speaking of her 
busband: 

‘* *\Willlam was always kind to me, but we 
had nothing in common. -We were not made 
to live happily together. He was much too 
veligious for me, and was not satisfied unless 
i went to church all day Sunday. But he was 
u good, kind man. I never ought to have left 
bim. My fateshould be a warning te Ameri- 
can women who come abroad without their 
legitimate protectors.’ 

„But she rarely gave expression to these re- 
morseful feelings,for she loved Anglesey to 
distraction. Her last meeting with him was 
on Sunday, June 20. Iletold her he had to 
goto London on business. She said to him 
with asort of instinctive feeling, ‘You will 
be true to me, Henry, and come 
back as quickly as you can?’ 

„Ie replied that he loved her as much as 
ever, and parted with her with e- 
ery demonstration of affection, although he 
knew he had written her a letter dated the 
1%th (the day before) in which he bade her 
farewell forever, and gave her to understand 
that all was at an end betweenthem. This 
letter was banded her the next day by Mr. 
Stone, Lord Anglesey’s secretary, aud it 
drove her almost to madness. It was then 
that I brought her to my house, for she had 
no friends here. And in the letter to which I 
have just referred Lord Anglesey gave her tc 
understand that she must leave her apart- 
ments and write no more than one letter to 
him. To this she wrote a reply of almost 
touching character, in which she appealed to 
his Lordship’s manhood, 

Remember, she said, ‘all I have lost for 
you. Can you expect that God will prosper 
you or yours, When you are capable of sucha 
dreadful wrovg?’ In another passage she says: 

„% Can it be possible that you have a con- 
science§ or feeling, or that you, a nobleman, 
are willing to turn me out penniless into the 
world after all your promises, to say nothing 
of your pretended affection up to the week 
before your marriage.“ 

I was next shown a number of letters from 
Lord Anglesey, authenticated by the family 
coat of arms. They were all couched in the 
most endearing terms, commencing with ‘‘My 
lovely Anna, My Dearest,” and closing 
with extravagant assurances of undying love, 
esteem and fidelity. Seven of these letters, 
Lady Clinton said, and as Mrs. Wet- 
more’s lawyer assured me, contain ex- 
plicit and unequivocal promises of 
marriage, and cover a period of 
nearly three years. When it was announced 
thatthe Marquis had married Mrs. Wode- 
house, Mrs. Wetmore’s lawyer, who knew 
all the circumstances, urged that a suit for 
breach of promise should be instituted. A 
correspondence to that effect was commenced 

“with the Marquis’ lawyers, who replied that 
their clicnt repudiated the allegation as to the 
promise, and that it would be useless to try 
and make a case, as there was no law punish- 
ing breach of promise in France, and that an 
offense committed there could not be tried in 
England. Unhappily this proved to be the 
case. 

The deceased took no interest in all this, 
the idea of death engrossing ber mind from 
the moment she heard of Lord Anglesey’s 
marriage. Every effort made to calm her 
Was vam, and she paced 1 and down her 
room the image of despair. This lasted until 
Wednesday morning, when on entering her 
apartment Lady Albert Clinton found her in 
the last agony, age | eves glaring, hands 
clenched and face so distorted that she was 
hardly recognizable. The servants were im- 
mediately sent for medical aid, but it was 10 
o’clock before the doctor could be found. 
Every effort wes then made to save the poor 
sufferer, butin vain. She writhed in dread- 
ful torture until about 3, when she breathed 
her last. 

When the Marauis heard of the melancholy 
event, he sent word through his lawyer 
that he would contribute £50 toward the ex- 
penses of the funeral. The burial lot alone 
at St. Germaine cost £40. 

The deceased was a lady of refined and 
pleasing maners. She was of medium height, 
with dark eyes and hair. Her features had 
something of the Jewish cast, and she was 

race{ul and attractive, with especially pretty 

ands and feet, and her figure Was faultless. 
Sbe was kind and amiable to an extreme, and 
of asweet and forbearing disposition, her 
only fault being, as Lady Albert Clin- 
von paid, that be loved not wisely, but too 
well.’ 

Tbe funeral services took place this morn- 
ing, at the Protestant Episcopal Church. in 
the Rue Bayard. Dr. Morgan .ofliciated. The 
attendance was very small, there being only 
about a dozen persons, chiefly ladies, pres- 
ent. Among these were Lady Albert 61 nton

of New York. Your correspondent and 
one or two others were the only 
gentlemen Who attended. The _ ser- 
vices were impressively read by Dr. 
the choir chanting the anthems 
with unusually solemn effect. The few per- 
sons present, all of whom knew the deceased, 
were moved totears. The coffin was then 
placed in the hearse and driven away to the 
St. Lazaire Railway Station, followed by 
Lady Albert Clinton and a lady friend. True 
to the last, they accompanied the remains to 
St. Germain-en-Lay, where they were in- 
terred in the Strangers’ Cemetery. The ex- 
penses of the funeral were mostly borne by 
Lady Clinton, whose conduct has been ad- 
mirable throughout.

The Great Opium Speculation. 
From Bullion. 


It is now pretty well known that a New York 
syndionte has a corner on the world’s supply 
of Turkish opium. The average annual con- 
sumption of this drugis about 6,000 cases, or 
500 cases (150 pounds each) per month. The 
present supply is only about 3,000 cases, and 
it is two months until the new crop will be in, 
which the outside estimate places at 1,890 
cases; deducting two months’ supply, and 
there will be only about 4,000 cases for next 
year. The syndicate now hold 1,500 cases 
here and about 500 cases in London and 
Smyrna, where their buyers are ready to 
secure the new crop. This leaves but a part 
of the next two months’ supply in the mar- 
ket. The priceis already advanced to $6.50 
in bond, $1 duty, and in 1868, when the crop 
was only 1,900 cases, or 100 more than this 
year’s, the price rose to $12.50 in bond, $2.50 
duty, and premium on gold, making $20 per 
pound currency. For these reasons the syn- 
dicate expectsto makea grand profit. As 
the leading man in the syndicate is said to be 
worth $20,000,000, and the other members are 
wealthy, they will have plenty of funds to buy 
and held.

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TANNER’S STOMACH. 


Some Early Episodes in His Eccentric 
Career. 
rMinneapolis Cor. New York Times.! 

The queér little Eclectic Doctor who is 
starving himseif in New York at twenty-five 
cents a peep, and to the confusion of rashly 

redicting medical men, is well known here. 

e has lived in Minneapolis for four or five 

ears, and made his great discovery here that 
he could gain a larger share of the notoriety 
for which his soul thirsted by — himself 
food than by running electro-thermal baths or 
practicing eccentric medicine. Fame did not 
treat bim so kindly here as in New York, be: 
cause he did not challenge her so boldly. He 
made his first experiment of abstinence from 
food in his closet, instead of upon the house- 
tops. He shut bimself up with 
a single confidant, a fellow-eclectic, and 
went through bis ordeal unsustained 
by the ¢onic criticism of the regular 
faculty or the inspiring sympathy of in- 
quisitive beauty. The public was not taken 
into his confidence until some time after his 
feat was accomplished, and resented the ex- 
clusion by laughing instead of wondering 
athim. Iam boundto say that Dr. Tanner’s 
honesty is generally credited here; but the 
public refused to interest itself in him or to 
care whether he enjoyed his rations or not. 
There was a short-lived sensation when the 
performance of his feat was first announced, 
and another while his proposed wager with 
Dr. Hammond gave a business-like air to his 
vagaries, but, in general, he was regarded as 
a mildly aggressive nuisance, whe bored the 
public too much with his stomach and the 
newspapers too much with his theories, 
incarnated in portentous rolls of manuscript. 
Of course, thereaction fromthe interest 
he has excited in New York has stimulated 
public interest in him here, and he is talked 
and written about in a way that would de- 
light his heart if he were here. The news- 
papers are going into his personal and domes- 
dic history as if ‘he were a candidate for office 
and the history of aquiet lifeis slowly unfold- 
ing. The funniest thingtold about him is 
the story that he formerly insisted upon try- 
ing his theories about abstinence from food 
upon his wife, and finally drove her tothe 
divorce courts as refuge from starvation. 
This story was given to the newspapers upon 
the pretended authority of afriend of both 
the persons: but there is good reason to be- 
lieve that the friend is the ex-Mrs. Tanner 
herself, who seeks vengeance for intercepted 
dinners by vexing his hour of triumph with 
unpleasant disclosures. It will be noticed 
that he spoke of himself to the New York 
ladies who brought him flowers as a bachelor. 
He has had a quarter of a century of married 
life. 

Dr. Tanner’s wife commenced his business 
and professional career with him. He came 
to this country from England, a boy of six- 
teen, and married at 23, when working at his 
trade of earriage-maker in Ohio. His wife 
assisted him to start and manage a fruit store, 
and afterwards stimulated his ambition to 
study medicine. She studied with him and 
they graduated together at the Cincinnati 
Eclectic Medical Institute. They 1 
together at two or three places in Ohio, and 
in one town were proprietors of some electro- 
thermal baths. Even then he was given to 
theories and vagaries, and his wife’s practical 
good sense helped keep him level. Finally 
her health failed, and she came to Duluth, 
in this State, to recruit. She still practiced 
and supported herself, but he followed after 
a while. She led in they next 
move, too, which took them to Hudson, Wis. 
There they lived until the separatton, three 
years ago. The separation was amicable, 
but accounts differ as to the cause. Thelady’s 
story is that he made life a burden to her 
with his pet theory that health was to be se- 
cured by abstinence from food and his 
attempts to enforce it upon her. The Doc- 
tor’s friends say it was because she was ac- 
tive, energetic, independent, 138 of 
acquiring wealth and professional distinction, 
while he was phlegmatic, indolent and indif- 
ferent, given to vagaries and theories, yet 
willful enough to resist her practical influ- 
ence and attempt to control her with his 
notions. Whatever the cause, the separation 
tock place in 1877, and probably opened 
to Dr. Tanner the path to his present 
fame. Released from the balancing, guid- 
ing influence that had kept him generally 
witbin the bounds of ordinary rational con- 
duct, he surrendered himself to his theories, 
and commenced experimenting with his 
stomach. He made his first fast after he 
bad ceased to live with his wife in Hudson 
and came to Minneapolis, but before the for- 
mal divorce had been declared. He made 
this fastin the company and under the su- 
pervision of Dr. Moyer and Dr. Putnam, his 
partners in practice nominally, though his 
practice was never large enough to be a bur- 
dentohim. Dr. Moyer, who watched him 
a is certain that he honestly abstained 
from food for forty-two days. Both these 
doctors, who are the only persons here who 
seem to have known Tanner with any ap- 
proach to intimacy, think he is an honest en- 
thusiast; a little crazy, but notin the leasta 
fraud; with an inordinate oraving for noto- 
riety, a strong will, and a phlegmatic habit of 
body, which enables him to reduce the activ- 
ity of his vital actions at wül. None of Tan- 
ner’s friends here talk any spiritualistic non- 
sense, but explain his feat on purely physical 
grounds. His ex-wife, as well as the doctors, 
believe he will succeed in his present attempt. 
She has great confidence in his energy and 
perseverance where his theories are concern 
ed, though she has apparently very little re- 
spect for his efficiency in the practical affairs 
of life. It is pretty certain, if Dr. Tanner does 
succeed, he will seek to realize in some way 
upon the notoriety he has gained, probabiy by 
lecturing. After his last fast he made some 
tentative ventures into the field of public 
favor through the newspapers, but he hadn’t 
capital enough of fame to start with, and had 
to fall back upon keeping a Turkish bath. He 
will do better after his present success.

AN ANCIENT MANUSCRIPT. 


The Gospels of St. Matthew and St. 
Mark Discovered in Italy. 
From the Edinburgh Scotsman. J 


The general feeling of scholars in regard to 
manuscripts of ancient writers is that almost 
all have been discovered that there is any 
hope of discovering. This feeling, however, 
has been happily. disappointed in several 
cases. The recent find of a manuscript of 
Clemens Romanus and other early ecclesiasti- 
cal writers in Constantinople gave an agreea- 
able surprise to students of church history. 
In no department bave such discoveries been 
more surprising and more valuable than those 
in connection with the New Testament. 
Tischendorf, in bis wan@eriogs among libfa- 
ries in all parts of the world, came upon many 
leaves of old New Testament manuscripts, 
and crowned his investigations by unearthing 
in the Sinaitic monastery the most complete 
manuscript of the New Testament in exist- 
ence belonginging to an early date. “The is- 
suing of a trustworthy edition of the Codex 
Vaticanus’’ in our age may also be deemed a 
real discovery. Inthis way the two manu- 
scripts which will be held in future as most 
valuable in determining the text of the New 
Testament have become known to scholars 
only in the last twenty years. We have nowto 
record the discovery of another manuscript of 
a portion of the New Testament, written at a 
very early period. The merit ot the discovery 
is due twoGerman scholars, Oscar v. Gebhardt 
and Adolph Harnach, whose edition of the 
‘*A postolic Fathers“ has deservedly received 
the warmest commendation. These scholars 
were enabled, through the munificence of the 
German Government and an endowment at- 
tached to Leipzig University, to make a jour- 
ney in March of this year to Southern Italy 
and Sicily, in which they resolved to search 
for manuscripts. Their attention was speci- 
ally directed to notices of a monastery at Ros- 
sano, near the Gulf of Tarentum, in which 
important manuscripts were said once to have 
been. They could find no traces of the mon- 
astery, but they heard that there was avery 
old book in the palace of the Archbishop of 
Rossano. Accordingly they asked permission 
to see it, and to their great joy found that it 
was avery valuable manuscript of the Gos- 
pels of St. Matthew and St. Mark. 

The leaves of this manuscript are made of 
purple parchment, and the material used 
throughout in writing is silver, except in the 
first three lines of each gospel, where the let- 
ters are golden. There is only ome other 
manuscript of this kind in existence contain- 
ing any portionofthe New Testament, and it 
is in a mutilated condition, four of its leaves 
being in London, six in Rome, two in Vienna, 
and thirty-three have more recentiv been dis- 
covered in tke Island of Patmos. The present 
volume, on the other hand, consists of 188 
leaves. and contains the wholeof the gospel 
of St. Matthew and the gospel of St. Mark 
down to the middle of the fourteenth verse 
of the sixteenth chapter. All the criteria 
used in judging of manuscripts indicate the 
end ofthe fifth or beginning of the sixth 
century as the date of this. The manuscript 
is written in unciai characters, with two col- 
umns in each page. There is no separation 
of words, no breathing, no accent and only 
the slightest attempt at punctuation. 
There are capitals double the size of the 
uncials, the Ammonian sections are indicated 
and the Eusebian canons must have been 
given, for it contains a portion of the letter 
of Eusebids to Carpianus, and there is good 
reason for conjecturing that this was followed 
by atable of the Eusebian canons. The let- 
ters bear the closest resemblance to those 
occurring in manuscripts of the fifth and 
sixth centuries. The editors reserve their 
remarks on the nature 
text until they publish it in full. 
they state now eis, that it bears a striking 
resemblance to that found in the other manu- 
script of purple parchment, that it contains 
some unique readings, and that it rather goes 
witb the later manuscripts where the Sinaitic 
and Vatican differ from them. Considerable 
interest attaches to this manuscript from the 
circumstance that it contains a number of 
painted miniatures illustrating the life of 
Christ. These are among the earliest works 
of this kind that are extant. The editors 
have prepared outlines of them, and discuss 
their merits. Tbe subjects are the ‘‘Resur- 
rection of Lazarus,’’ the Entrance Into 
Jerusalem,“ the“ Purification of the Temple,“ 
the Wise and Foolish Virgins,“ the Last 
Supper“ and“ Washing the Feet,“ Distribu- 
tion of Bread and Wine,“ Christ in Geth- 
semane.“ the Healing of the Blind.“ the 
“Kind Samaritan, Christ Before Pilate,“ 
“The Repentance and Death of Judas,“ The 
Jews before Pilate, and“ Christ and Barab- 
bas.“ Inallofthem the grouping is done 
very artistically, and on the whole the figures 
are well drawn, with much animation and 
expression. Some of them are very inter- 
esting from a historical point of view, as that 
which portrays the distribution of bread and 
wine at the Eucharist. Allof them throw 
lighton early Christian art, and Harnach 


thinks that he sees a closer connection be- 


tween these works and Giotto than between 
later miniatures and that artist. Besides the 
New Testament scenes there are forty heads 
of prophets and one or two other subjects.

He was 
then driven to Roxbury village, where he was 
most hospitably received by the citizens of 
the village,a large number of whom were 
well acquainted with him, and thev greeted 
bim most heartily as an old friend and former 
fellow-townsman. The next morning they 
drove to Stamford, stopping on their way at 
Hobart, where Mr. Gould had once attended 
school, in order to take a look at the old school- 
house. The place was at last found, and 
while looking atit Mr. Gould told how, when 
15 vears of age, he attended school there and 
walked over the mountain to his home Satur- 
day afternoons, eleven miles, and walked 
back again Sunday evening, soas to be there 
early Monday morning. Mr. Gould is very 
fond of his son, whose name is George J. 
Gould, a bright lad. and he takes him with 
him wherever he goes, in order to educate 
him—that he may learn the ways of the men 
with whom he comes in contact, and also the 
country generally.

It is assumed that the amount of fractional 
currency lost or destroyed is $8,376,000, and 
this amount is set down as clear gain 
tothe Government, or tothe nation. That 
some of it is lost or destroyed is a reasonable 
supposition; but more of it,in all probabili- 
ty. yet exists, and in good condition, but it 
is not very likely that it ever will be present- 
ed for redemption. Whereis it, then? It 1s 
in the hands of “the curious,“ of those curi- 
ous persons who are always seeking curious 
things, from golden eagies to golden roses, or 
whatare golden roses in their estimation. 
Such persons are very numerous, and it is all 
but certain that they hold, and meanto keep, 
some millions of the paper money that was 
issued during the war and in the years 
that immediately, tollowed the war’s close, 
Not only were half-dollars and quarter-dol- 
lars issued, and dimes and half-dimes, but 
the issues were varied; so that collectors, to 
hoard, have a large number of pieces to gath- 
er in each and every instance. As collectors 
are many, and generally men of some means, 
it follows thatthe amount of war currency 
thus absorbed must be heavy, and fairly to 
be counted in millions. It will, or much of it 
will,be retained,and the Government ne er be 
require d to redeem it.

A YOUNG CRGSUS. 


A Philadelphia Boy Falls Heir to Four 
Million Dollars. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 


Estates whose values are estimated by mill- 
ions, 22 heirs and finding them, are so 
seldom heard of nowadays that the account of 
one, of which a Philadelphia boy was recently 
advised he had fallen heir to, is calculated to 
awaken a fresh interest in the possibilities of 
life. The testator, Alfred B. Carlin, a bach- 
elor, reported to be worth not less than 
$4,000,000, was known, up to the time of his 
death, as the king of stock-breeders in Aus- 
tralia, and lived in a way becoming his great 
wealth on a vast estate near Wagga Wagga, 
in that country. His name wiil be rememLer- 
ed by those who were interested in the fa- 
mous Tichborne trial, held in London six 
years ago, as the most conspicuous witness 
for the claimant of the Tichborne estates—ap- 
pearing as the man who first employed Ar- 
thur Orton as a herder, on his alleged arrival 
in Australia, and whose testimony as to the 
personal appearance of Orton, when he first 
saw him, corresponded with Lady Tich- 
borne’s description of her son and heir as she 
knew him before he left home. According to 
Dr. a Orton’s counsel, over $100,000 
was contributed by Mr. Carlin to aid the 
claimant to establish his heirship. 

Nothing was known of Alfred Carlin’s an- 
tecedents among the few with whom he as- 


sociated, but he was generally supposed to 


be without relations. Shortly arter his death, 
however, a will was produced by his attor- 
neys, Browne and Silsby, in Wagga Wagga, 
directing the sale of his property and pay- 
ment of the proceeds to his heir, whom de 
named. 

Efforts were at once made by the attorneys 
to place themselves in communication with 
Mr. Carlin’s heir, andthe result, after con- 
siderable trouble and delay, was that early 
last January a letter was received by William 
S. Carlin, at No. 2031 Mount Vernon street, 
from Tabor, Wales & Perry, solicitors, No. 41 
Strand, London, setting forth the demise of his 
uncle and requesting him to prove his identity 
and thus his claim tothe inheritance. After 
recovering from his astonishment, Mr. Carlin, 
who had never heard of this uncle, took the 
letter to his mother. Atfirst she was inclined 
to treat the matter as a hoax, but, afterward 
recalling reference to a brother which her 
husband once made during his lifetime, she 
advised the son to answer the letter. The 
result has been a continued correspondence 
and the probable settlement of the property 
uponthe heir within.two months. 

It appears that the deceased left his home 
in England when he was about twenty years 
of age, and was supposed to have gone to 
China on a merchantman, shipping as a com- 
mon sailor. Nothing was heard of him after- 
ward and he was given up as dead. About 
fifteen vears ago a letter was received from 
him by the father ofthe boy who now comes 
into possession of bis estate, and of whose ex- 
istence he was then advised. That was the 
last heard from him until the recent advices 
of his death. 

William J. Carlin, who may now be said to 
be one of the wealthiest young menin Ameri- 
ca, is about twenty-one years of age, unas- 
suming in his ways and offboyish appearance. 
The mother and son live in an elegant little 
home at the above address, and are said to be 
in very easy circumstances. 


WHALE-KILLING WITH BOMBS. 


A Safe Way of Capturing the Mon- 
archs of the Deep. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. | 


The dangerous adventures of whaling-ships 
have been from time immemorial a source of 
excitement to the juvenile literary mind from 
the fact that the slaughter and capture of the 
‘‘monarch of the deep’’ has, until within a 
few years, been attended with dangers and 
hardships which were only braved by the 
hardiest and most courageous of the followers 
of the sea; but the inventive genius of man 
bas of late years discovered a system for the 
capture of the whale whichis attended with 
as little danger as an ordinary yachting cruise 
or fishing excursion. A small steamer 
known as the Daisy Whitelaw, built for 
the purpose of killing whales in the waters 
contiguous to our harbor, has for some 
time been successfully engaged im 
the capture of these mammoth inhabit- 
ants of the sea, and in several voyages has 
never failed te kill from one to three of these 
gigantic animals. Instead of the time-hon- 
ored and not always effective harpoon a 
weapon known as the bomb-rocket is used, 
which is tired from a mortar and explodes 
within the body of the whale, killing it al- 
most instantly. The large finback whale re- 
cently on exhibition at the foot of Second 
street was killed by the gun of this steamer. 
The whales abound in large numbers at this 
season of the year between the Heads and the 
Farallone Islands. The varieties indigenous 
to these waters are the finback, hunchback, 
California gray and sulphur bottom. The lat- 
ter is the largest of the whale species, and one 
150 feet long was chased by the Whitelaw for 
several hours on her last trip, but owing to 
the fact that it was looking for feed and very 
erraticin its movements the gun could not 
be brought to bear on him. Under ordinary 
circumstances an old whaler can determine 
the course of a whale when it disappears un- 
der water, and can tell within a few feet 
where it will come up to blow,“ but when 
the whale is looking for feed its course under 
the water cannot be calculated with any de- 
gree of certainty.

‘The waters 
are very powerful, and many a casus desper- 
tus has found anew lease of life through 
their agency; but they are limited in quanti- 
ty, for their flow, although regular, is incon- 
siderable. Hall can thus never become a 
large bad,“ and could not supply the wants 
of more than 2,000 invalids. About halt that 
number are there now.

SANTA FE. 


The Sleepiest Place in thé World, Yet 
Interesting for All.

IT used to think Fernandina was the sleepi- 
est place in the world, but that was before [ 
had seen Santa Fe. The arowsy old town, 
lying in a sandy valley inclosed on three sides 
by mountain walls, is built of adobes laid in 
one-story houses and resembles an extensive 
brickyard,with scattered sunburnt kilns ready 
for the fire.

et heard. It was a primeva! stronghold be- 

ore the Spanish conquest, and a town of 
some importance to the white race when 
Pennsylvania was a wilderness and the first 
Dutch Governor was slowly drilling the Knic- 
kerbocker ancestry in the difficult evolution of 
marching round the town pump. Once the 
capital and center ofthe Pueblo kingdom, it 
is rich in historic interest, and the archives of 
the Territory kept, or rather neglected, in the 
leaky old Palacio del Gobernador, where I 
write, hold treasure well worth the seeking 
of student and antiquary. The building itself 
has a history full of pathos and stirring inci- 
dent as the ancient fort of St. Augustine, and 
is older than that venerable pile. It had been 
the palace of the Pueblos immemorially be- 
fore the holy name of Santa Fe was givenin 
baptism of blood by the Spanish conquerors; 
palace of the Mexicans after they broke away 
from the crown, and palace ever since its oc- 
cupation by Ei Gringo. Inthe stormy scenes 
of the seventeenth century it withstood sev- 
eral sieges; was repeatedly lost and won, as 
the white man or thered held the victory.

Almost a Prison Flight. 
[New York Special to the Cincinnati Gazette. 

One of the most adroitly planned escapes 
from prison ever beard of was that discovered 
by Principal Keeper Bowes at Sing Sing Prison 
esterday. Two convicts, Joseph Snyder and 
atrick Hallock, occupy cell No. 1067,on gal- 
lery No. 22, in the main hall of the prison. 
Owing tothe crowded condition of the prison 
the men are nearly all doubled up’’ in their 
little cells—thatis, cells that were originally 
intended for one inmate have now to accommo- 
date two, the bunks being placed one above 

another, similar toa stateroom. 7 
While one of the prisoners was lying on his 
bunk, in the cell over No. 1067, he heard a 
noise, and soon after a piece of the old white- 
washed wall fell upon his face. He began to 
suspect something, and communicated what 
he had heard and seen tothe principal keeper, 
Bowes, who visited all the neighboring cells. 
Everything looked in its usual condition, but 
when he arrived at cell No. 1067, he was cer- 


tain that that was the one being tampered 


with. The walls of all the celis are of heavy 
stone masonry, about five feet in thickness, 
which forms the back of the cell on the other 
side of the hall. This cell has a ventilator 
about five inches square in the upper left 
hand corner. 

Mr. Bowes sounded the walls ard found a 
large block of wood, covered with muslin, fit- 
ting exactly into an excavation about a foot 
and a half in length and ten inches high. Up- 
on removing this it was discovered that a large 
oven- shaped excavation had been made and 
all the masonry removed. It extended over 
‘to the ventilator, which extends up to the 


roof, about a dozen feet above, and this air 


passage had been enlarged to uearly a foot 
square—large enough to admit a man—and 


this enlargement had been completed to with- 


in about ten inches of the attic, under the 
roof. This proved that the occupants of the 


cell had determined to work their way into 


the attic and cut a hole through the wooden 
and tin roof. 

The men were sent for and charged with 
having attempted to effect theirescape. They 
acknowledged evervthing. It was elicited 
from them that thev had been at this work for 
several months, 
Sundays, holidays and nights. The debris 
Was carried out in their buckets and about 
their persons as opportunity presented itself.

If we will invite the frugal 
and adroit Chinaman to come over and 
work our tea plantations for us we can 
realize on Le Duc’s experiments, but in 
view of the prejudice which exists here 
against the Mongolian it would be just as 
well to put an extinguisher on the costly 
theorists of the Agricultural Department.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 26.—The Louisville, 
New Albany and Chicago Railroad Company

United States Court for an injunction, 
which was granted on a preliminary hearing 
of the case.

onment. For all this Pedrahita claims 
a damage of $200,000. He
